2. The following amendments to the licensing conditions are notified for the 
Information of the trade. 

3, Change in the for7ns of the contract and payment certificates. —Forms of Con¬ 
tract Certificate and Payment Certificate were reproduced as Annexures VI, VIIL 
and IX respectively to the above mentioned Public Notice. The U R. Govern¬ 
ment have recently revised these forms and have desired that the revi.sed forms 
should be used for all future transactions under all Loans. Copies of the revised 
forms are attached as Annexures to this Public Notice. The Importers should 
therefore not and advise their suppliers, while placing orders or en*ei ing into 
contracts and opening Letteis of Credit, that in future they should use the revised 
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forms only. In respect of contracts already entered into and/or Letters of Credits 
estabUshed prior to the issue of this Public Notice, the importers should il possi¬ 
ble try to adopt the revised forms, but the Old forms will continue to be accepted. 

4. Waiver of contract acceptance by the U.K. authorities for contracts upto 
£10,000 each.—^The U.K. Government have now agreed that contract upto a 
value of £10,000 each would not need their approval. Accordingly, importers 
should adopt the following procedure in future:— 

(a) For Contracts above £10.000 each.—The instructions laid down in para¬ 
graphs 6 and 7 of the licensing conditions will continue to apply. 

(ta) For Contracts upto £10,QD0 each .—Copies of contracts will continue to 
be sent to the Ministry of Finance for their information and record. 
The request for L/C authorisation envisaged in para 7(b)(1) of the 
licensing Conditions can be made soon after placing the orders, with¬ 
out waiting for a communication regarding contract acceptance by 
the U.K. (Government. 

6 . U.K. Bank charges .—The U.K. Bank charges are payable by remittance 
through normal banking channels. The U.K. Banks would not therefore claim 
reimbursement therefor from the State Bank of India London & C.A.O. LK>ndorL 
Paragraphs 2 and 7(1) of the Appendix to the Public Notice dated 6 th June, 1960 
may be deemed to have been amended accordingly.
